by a sustained deadly cross-fire. 
Defiantly the dervishes planted their 


standards and died beside them. Their 
masses gradually melted to companies, the 
companies to dribble beneath the leaden 
hail. Finally they broke and fled, leaving 
the field white with jibbah-clad corpses, 
like a snow-drift dotted meadow. 

At 11:15 o’clock the sirdar ordered.an ad- 
vance, and our whole force in line drove 
the scattered remnant of the foe into the 
desert, our cavalry cutting off their retreat 
to Omdurman. 

Among the chief incfient of the battle 
was a brilliant charge by the Twenty-first 
Lancers, under Lieutenant Colonel Martin. 
Galloping down on a detached body of the 
enemy they found the dervish swordsmen 
massed behind, and were forced to charge 
home against appalling odds. The Lancers 
hacked through the mass, rallied and kept 
dervish horde at bay. Lieutenant 
Grenfell, nephew of General Sir Francis 
Grenfell, was killed, four officers were 
wounded, twenty-one men were killed and 
twenty wounded. 

The Egyptian cavalry were in close fight- 
ing throughout with the Baggara horsemen. 
For a short period the enemy captured 
and held the gun, but it was brilliantly 
re-taken. ,

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time their dispersed and broken fcrces re-

The war correspondent of The Daily 
News says: 


“Our victory was not easily or cheaply 
won. The-dervish 16ss was enormous. It 
is estimated that the killed of the enemy 
were no fewer than 8,000. 

“Our whole torce wus engaged in the 
fighting from 6:30 a. m. until sundown. Tae 
dervishes displayed marvelous bravery to 
the iast. Instead of waiting for us in Om- 
durman, where they could have made a re- 
sistance that would have cost us thousands 
of lives, they advanced to meet us. The 
sight was extraordinary. Some 12,000 men 
in four brigades attempted to rush our 
zeriba. 

‘With desperate gallantry they were re- 
pulsed, suffering huge loss. Our Maxim 
guns especially made terrible lanes in their 
ranks and our aprtiilery dealt havoc in the 
town, which was {full of women. The der- 
vish army of 60,000 is utterly broken, but 
we are fuily prepared to fight tomorrow if 
they wish it.’’ 


The Standard war correspondent aiso 
pays tribute to the magnificent courage af 
the derv-_siies, but says: 


“Fortunately for us their leaders showed 
little or no wisdom in choosing a battle- 
field. By not occupying the hill on our ieft 
front the enemy missed his opportunity. 
That would have ieft the sirdar two alter- 
natives. He might have either accepted 
the challenge or elected to make a wide 
detour into the desert to reach Omdurman. 


‘In the former case we should have been | 


compelled to meet the dervishes in the 
open. In the latter, the enemy’s chances 
of offering a prolonged resistance would 
have been materially increased. But the 
Baggara have iost none of their former 
courage and were resolved to attack us 
where we stood, trusting to sheer weight 
of numbers and ‘hoping to hurl themselves 
against us with an irresistable rush.”’ . 


Describing the attempt of the Baggara 
horsemen to retrieve the day’s fortunes by 
a final charge the «<orrespondent says: 


“Dashing across the level stretch of 
pebbiy soll, the khalifa’s cavalry rode 
madiy at the steady line of infantry. Our 
troops awaited the charge without fiinch- 
ing. On came the dervisnes, but again the 
deadly fire poured into them did its work. 
(Men and horses fell thick and hardly a rid- 
er in that desperate charge escaped. 

“A large body of the enemy’s infantry, 
undismayed by the slaughter, could be seen 
preparing to follow the cavalry, but our 
field artillery and Maxims descending from 
the hill on which they were posted came 
again into action and the conflict entered 
a new phase. . 

“The attack On Our camp had been re- 
pulsed and the only question was whether 
the defeat of the enemy. Was complete. 
It was not long before the dervishes were 
seen in full flignt toward the right. leaving 
their dead on the fi€éld as they fled. Prac- 
tically, the whole army of the khalifa was 
destroyed. Our casualties number over 


“Our losses in the zariba, when the ene- 
my first attacked us, were small. consid- 
ering the number of the enemy. Our 
artillery and rifle fire was terribly effec- 
tive. The dervishes fought well, displaying 
a courage that would have seemed marvel- 
ous had we not known their spirit. 

‘‘The march to Omdurman after the great 
fight was comparatively without incident. 
The sirdar, with his chief of staff. Gen- 
era] Rundéle, and Colonel Wingate rode 
between the two columns of Egyptiane and 
Soudanese, who proudly carried with them 
the kbalifa’s black banner, which was to 
lead his troops to victory. 

‘‘As we neared the place people living in 
houses outside the walls poured out in 
large numbers to welcome the victors with 
hoarse shouts. Passing through a long 
street we came to the wall. a solid looking 
piece of rough-looking masonry. There 
we had to place our forty-pounders to 
effect a breach. An entry was found near 
the river and the sirdar rode into Omdur- 
man unopposed. 

, “The city seemed deserted save for wo- 
men and some two score men, who came 
forward to make submission and lay down 
their arms. Around the ruined tomb of 
the Mahdi the city extends on all sides 
like a rabbit warren.” 
Camped Outside of Omdurman. 

Cdiro, September 4.—The following tele- 
gram from the sirdar, dated today (Sunday) 
at Omduran and forwarded by camel post 
to Nasri, was received this evening: 

“The camp has been moved outside of 
Omdurman to the river banks. Our wound- 
e@ are doing well and are now de 
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and all the European prisoners have been 
rescued. They are weil, 

“The list of our casualties has. not yet 
been received. The population of Omdur- 


man manifests joy at the arrival of the ex- 


pedition. eee 

“The left, bank of the white Nile is so 
difficu:it of approach, owing to the over- 
flow and the thick bush that the gun- 
boats cannot effect a landing. I therefore 
can only rely upon the cavalry to capture 


m. 

“I visited Khartoum today. The town 
is a complete ruin, but the lower portions 
show seme of the principal houses still 
standing. The people are naturally de- 
lighted to see us. far as I can see at 
present, Khartoum is the best position. 
Omdurman is very extensive and the 
stench there is unbearable. 

“I have, therefore, moved ‘the troops 
down to Khor Stambit, where we are now 
in.a good camp on the bank of the river. 
All the British wounded will descend the 
river with this dispatch. There are no 
cases that cause grave anxiety.” 


KAISER FIRST TO CONGRATULATE 


Kitchener Received Messages Recall- 
ing His Great Victory. 


London, September 5.—The Cairo corre- 
spondent of The Times says the first tel- 
egram of congratulations to arrive from 
ane was from Emperor William, who 
- : 

“I am sincerely glad to be able to offer 
My congratulations on the splendid vic- 
tory at Omd@urman, which at last avenges 
poor Gordon's death.”’ 

The queen and General Lord Garnet Wolse 
ly, the commander in chief of the British 
army, telegraphed their congratulations to 
the sirdir direct. 

The ‘maquis of Lansdowne. secretary of 
war, sent his through Major General Sir 
Francis Wallace Grenfell, inspector general 
of auxiliary forces, now at Cairo, and 
charged with the general direction of tho 
successful expedition. 
ahe special correspondent of The Times, 
with the Anglo-Egyptian forces, telegraphs 
as follows: 

“She advance toward Omdurman was a 
magnificent panOrama. Our whole front 
Was covered by the English and Egyptian 
cavalry and came] corps spread out hke a 
huge fan, four miles in advance and pro- 
tecting a front of three miles. The gun- 
boats Melik, Sultan and Sheikh steamed in 
single file, their decks cleared for action. 

“the ‘British division advanced along 
the river banks. Then came the Egyptian 
force in battle formation, the sirdar and 
his staff riding in the scene, General Cnhe- 
nor being easily distinguished in white, 
every one else being in kaaki.”’ 

Later the correspondent says: 

“The Omdurman forts replied incessant- 
ly, but they had no chance against the 
quick-firing guns on our gunboats. No bet- 
ter amphitheater could possibly be found, 
for an engagement. ‘lhe plain smooth, 
bushless and stretching to the south, is per- 
fect for cavalry and artillery. On the 
right are low hills, and on the left the 
Nile and a flooded. marshy country for 
miles eastward. Ahead, to th» right, are 
Tuti island and Omdurman, the Mahdi'’s 
tomb rising white and clear above an in- 
terminable line of brown mud houses in 
the center of the town.” 


ARKANSAS ELECTION TODAY. 


DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES FIND- 
ING STRONG OPPOSITION. 


Contest Is One of the Most Bitter in 
the History of the State and Is 
Being Hard Fought. 


Little Rock, Ark., September 4.—The ris- 
ing sun of temorrow will witness the be- 
ginning of some of the fiercest political 
battles of a local character that have been 
fought in this state. The situation in Jef- 
ferson. county over the office of sheriff is 
acute. 

Two democratic primaries were held in 
that county. In the first McCoy and 
Brewster were candidates and on the face 
of the returns Brewster has the nomina- 
tion by one vote. A vwontest and recount 
resulted in a second primary, in which 
Brtwster was again apparently successful 
by one or two votes. 

A second contest, ~however, resulted in 
McCoy being declared the democratic nom- 
inee. Brewster then threw up the fight 
and D. C. Bell, the present democratic 
mayor of Pine Bluff, came out as an in- 
dependent democratic candidate. The re- 
publicans made no nomination and tacitly 
indorsed Bell, and the Brewster faction 
have given him their zealous support. The 
bitterest campaign in the history of Jef- 
ferson county has been carried on by the 
opposing factions, 

A similar condition exists in Garland 
county, where Williams, independent, seeks 
to defeat A. C. Houpt, democratic nominee, 
for sheriff and a brother of the present 
sheriff. Williams was thrice sheriff of the 
county and once mayor of Hot Springs. 

In Lonoke county Sheriff Holcomb, dem- 
ocratic nominee for re-election, is opposed 
by A, J. Wells, independent, and the fight 
is a hot one. 

In the twelfth senatorial district Lank- 
ford, democratic nominee for senator, is 
opposed by his principal opponent in the 
primaries, Brians. When the vote in the 
primaries was first announced Brians had 
the nomination by u plurality of one vote. 
Lankford instituted a contest and on a re- 
count he was givtn the nomination. Brians 
is now running as an independent. 


HARMONY MAY NOT BE PRESENT 


Populist Convention Promises Quite a 
Disagreement at Start. 
Cincinnati, September 4.—The-populist na- 
ticral convention that convenes here at 9 
o'clock tomorrow morning is not likely to 
be harmonious. The Illinois delegation, 
corsisting of the state chairman and three 
ovhers, had a conference tonight with J. 
A. Parker, of Kentucky, and quite a num- 
ber of local populists. The Illinois dele- 
getes said they were instructed not to go 
into a regular nominating convention at 
this time, but simply to participate in a 
national conference of the middle-of-the- 

1C acels. 

lhe delegates from Georgia, Indiana, 
Kentucky and Ohio, who are not thus in- 
stricted, stated after the conference that 
they were opposed to admitting the IIlli- 
nois delegates under such instructions. 

After the populist conference in Omaha 
last June the nationa] organization, head- 
ed by Milton Park, of Dallas, bolted and 
called a national convention at Cincinnati 
at this time for the reorganization of the 
popuiist party. This call was afterwards 
withdrawn, but Wharter vker, of Phil- 
adelphia; Jo A. Parker, Aouisville, and 
others insisted that the cdll was not le- 
gally withdrawn and thatthe convention 
will be held, although therG has been no 
regularity or uniformity in the selection 
of delegates. It will be a mass convention 
with free for all contests.

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HE COMPLIMENTS. SHAFTER 


Secretary of War Asserts That Better 
Conditions Could Not Ue 


re 


General Contrasts Hospitals During 
the Civil War with Those of To- 
day and Argues That 
There Can’ Be No Suf- 
fering. 


Waspington, September 4.—Secretary Al- 
ger,who returned last night from his inspec- 
tion tour through Camp Wikoff, at Montauk 
Point, with President McKinley, comment- 
ed tonight upon the conditions of the camp 
and state@ the results of his visit. The 


secretary said: 


“T feel certain, after a careful examina- 
tion of Camp Wike@ff and a thorough in- 
vestigation of its.eonditions, that every- 
thing possible is béing done for the men, 
both sick and well, who are detained there. 
The camp is an admirable one—the best, I 
think, I ever saw. The site is ideal and it 
is certainly as healthful a camp iocation 
as could be found i§ the eastern cuuntif. 

“While the conditions are as gocad as 
could reasonably expected under the 
circumstances—evem better than I ever 
knew them to be in a camp—a shade of 
gloom is cast over the encampment by the 
physical condition jof the men. Sickness, 
suffering and death) mar wnat would other- 
wise be a magnificent military picture. 
These conditions, wever, are not the re- 
sult of the situation of the camp itself, but 
of the terrible campaign through which 
the troops have just passed. The campaign 
of Santiago will be memorable in the mili- 
tary history of the world. It was wonder4 
ful both in its @¢oriduct and in tne results 
accomplished. Few military experts ex- 
pected when the campaign was inaugurated 
that such a suceéas could be achieved in so 
short a time. It was a ¢remendous under- 
taking to begin 4 campaign in a tropical 
country during the rainy season ina posi- 
tion naturally *« © strong and so well de- 
fended as was Santiago: That success was 
achieved so soon and with a loss so small. 
ls due to the energy and ability of General 
Shafter and his commanding officers and 
to the dash, bravery and splendid fighting 
qualities of the men of General Shafter’s 
corps. é' 

“I talked yesterday with General Shaf- 
ter,”” continued the secretary, “and he dis- 
cussed some of the obstacles which had to 
be overcome in the Santiago campaign. 
Just now he, by the way, ts suffering from 
the effects of the campaign himself. While 
[ chatted witk him his face was flushed 
with fever and he was really a sick man. 
Upon his arrival at Monrauk Point he went 
into the detention camp with the other sol- 
diers and, like a true soldier he is, he 
asked nothing better for himself than was 
being received by the men whom he com- 
mands. 


Talk with Shafter. 

“He said that when he arrived in Cuba 
and realized the eonditions that confronted 
him and his men he knew that the cam- 
paign must of necessity be one of days 
rather than of weeks and months. He had 
lost nearly all of his lighters and was thus 
seriously handicapped in effecting a land- 
ing of both his troops and the stores and 
supplies which the fleet carried. The tre- 
mendous rains which set in immediately 
after his arrival rendered it next to impos- 
sible for either the troops or supplies to be 
got forward. He felt, however, that 
whatever were the difficulties. he must 
press forward and if possible end the cam- 
paign in the briefest time. The climatic 
conditions were such that to lose any time 
was to lose his command by illnese and 
the conseqvent failure of the expedition. 
He took no chances on delay therefore, 
but swept his gallant army upon the Span- 
jards with such irresistible dash that vic 
tory was won almost before the Spaniards 
_themselves realized what they had to en- 
counter. 

“It is perfectly evident th ‘ 
eral Shafter waited uwnti{] cn Brno yw 
{ts supplies could| have been sent forward 
with ordinary (deliberation, the expedi- 
tion against Santiago’ would have failed 
utterly. In a measure, it wae his dis- 
regard of military conventionalities that 
enabled him to carry the campaign to a 
brilliantly suecessful issue. 

“During al] the time the troops were 
lying in the trenches before Santiago, de- 
spite the immense difficulties experienced 
in getting supplies to the front, the men 
suffered very little from a lack of pro- 
visions. Of course, they did not have what 
they are naw receiving at Montauk Point, 
but they had the aciual necessaries of 
life, notwithstanding the newspaper re- 
ports to the contrary. Doubtless. there 
were individual cases of suffering because 
of the scarcity of supplies at the front. 
but as a rule, the men had all that the sol- 
diers of the union army had at times dur- 
ing the civil war. Wihile the federal 
forces were lying in the trenches before 
Petersburg, they suffered at times during 
those seven months for good food. but 
like the theroes before Santiago, they en- 
dured without complaint. 

“It is particularly notable,” continued 
he, earnestly, “that the men who were ac- 
tually engaged in the Santiago campaign 
are not complaining of their treatment. 
I talked with scores of them—I was about 
to say hundreds—and not a breath of 
complaint did I hear from any of them. 
They suffered, they are suffering yet. but 
they endured and are enduring their trials 
like Spartans. There may be individual 
cases of compiaints. It would, indeed. be 
strange if there were not, but as a body 
the army of General Shafter is not only 
satisfied with the situation. but immeas- 
urably proud of its marvelous achievement 

What the President Did. 

“The president was particularly solic’- 
tious about the condition of the men who are 
jl. He went to Camp Wikoff to ascertain 
for himself whether the men in the ranks 
needed anything they were not get- 
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DECLARES THE PRESIBENT I$ PLEASED. 


ly to know whether those orders were be- 
ing carried out. After several hours of 
patient investigation and careful examina- 
fion, he left Camp Wikoff satisfied that 
the men were being as well cared for as 
they could be In a field hospital. He took 
no official word for anything. He had 
gone to the camp to see for himself, and 
his ‘conviction as to the conditions was 
reached only after he had rome in per- 
sonal contact with those conditions. 

“In the hospitals he went from ward to 
ward, almost from cot to cot, stopping 
every few seconds to talk to the sick men 
and cheer them with a kind expression or 
a grasp of the hand. It was an experience 
not soon to be forgotten. Such a visit as 
President McKinley made to Camp Wikoff 
yesterday {s almost unique in military an- 
nals. He went to the camp equipped with 
knowledge, judgment and experience to 
make an investigation. He had served in 
the camp and-in the field himself, and he 
knew just what ought to be expected in 
the circumstances. That he was reasona- 
bly well satisfied with the conditions as 
hé found them, is in itself a guarantee that 
they are not far wrong. 

“Conditions have changed materially dur- 
ing the third of a century since the civil 
war. This was noted especially by every 
one of the old soldiers in our party yester- 
day. In the hospitals at Camp Wikoff the 
patients have plenty uf ice, milk, lemons 
and many delicacies which were seldom 
seen in the field hospitals during the late 
war. Then. too, each cot is supplied with 
fresh, clean sheets and pillow cases evéry 
day, and there are trained female nurses 
to look after the wants of every patient. 
These things are now the tribute of a 
grateful government pays to its splendid 
soldiers, who, in aiding fame and luster 
to the nation, have won for themselves a 
glory that time will not dim.” 

Secretary Alger said there was no inten- 
tion of abandoning Camp Wikoff. The 
troops will be kept there so long as it may 
be deemed desirable to keep up the camp. 
He pointed out that it was essentially a 
detention camy, a place of recupesation, 
and not a camp of mobilization. Natural- 
ly, therefore, as soon as it had served its 
purpose it would pass away as a military 
camp. 

A rumor was given some currency that 
the camp, having been found by the pres- 
ident to be unsuitable for its purpose, was 
to be abandoned immediately. This Sec- 
retary Alger pronounced to be without 
fourdation. It probably grew out of the 
order issued by the president that the reg-

New York, September 4.—The story from 
Havana that General Luis N. Pando, the 
former commander of the Spanish troops 
at Manzanillo, had secretly fled from Cuba 
on the French steamship Notre Dame du 
Salut for Spain, with 12,000,000 francs, was 


Ward liner Philadelphia came to her dock 
on the Easf river front. 

General Pando was the first of the forty- 
two passengers who arrived from Hayana 
on the vessel to land. He was plainly 
dressed and wore nothing to indicate his 
high rank in the Spanish army. He looked 
more like a Frenchman than a Spaniard, 
being short and stout and wearing a thick 
black beard. He claims to speak no Eng- 
lish, and after arranging for the removal 
of his five pieces of baggage, drove to a 
hotel where he engaged a suite of rooms, 

The customs officer who examined Gen- 
eral Pando’s luggage says that the visitor 
was welt supplied with funds. 

Chatting with some of the Spanish pas- 
sengers during the voyage to this city, 
General Pando is said to have told of his 
recent experience in Mexico. While at the 
City of Mexico, according to the siory, 
General Pando was the guest of the mar- 
quis de Casmera. One night the general 
was aroused by the marquis de Casmara 
screaming that there were thieves in the 
hacienda. In the dark corridor General 
Pando grappled with a man he found 
there and who was stabbed in the neck 
before he discovered that the supposed 
burglar was really the marquis, who had 
returned late from the theater. The wound 
was slight. Owing to a remark made con- 
cerning the ‘occurrence and reflections 
made on the character of the marquisa by 
Baron Sitika, the marquis de Casmera chal- 
lenged thim to a duel with pistols. The 
men met at Piedra Lowa, in the state of 
Hidalgo, and both were wounded. The 
marquis de Cagmera was shot in the body 
and Stika lost one of his eyes. The Mexi- 
can authorities, upon learning of the duel. 
arrested the principals and the seconds, 
Pando said he was anxious to know the 
outcome of the prosecution.

Washngton, D. C., September 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Senator Ben Tillman, fresh from a 
political vindication at the primary elec- 
aions in the Palmetto State, drifted into 
the war department yesterday on his way 
to Haverhill, Mass., where he is slated 
to deliver a Labor Day oration on general 
topics. The senior senator from South 
Carolina was very enthusiastic over the 
success uf the dispensary candidate for 
governor, and for the time being he made 
the occupants of Adjutant General Cor- 
bin’s room forget that there is a contro- 
versy going on between Secretary Alger, 
Gemeral Miles and General Shafter, as to 
the mistakes of the recent Cuban war. 

Senator Tillman was attired in a rusty 
black alpaca coat, no vest, a neglige 
shirt, considerably travel-stained, a pair 
of dark trousers, braced up by a pair of 
yellow galluses, and a tan-colored straw 
hat, absolutely destitute of all shape. His 
general makeup was more like that of a 
“Rough Rider’ than a senatorial toga. 
General Corbim’s room was filled with 
congressional and military visitors, who 
enjoyed the breezy, rough-and-tumble way 
in which the “Knight of the Pitchfork’’ 
tossed, off his political experiences in 
South Carolina, in connection with a re- 
quest for the mustering out of the First 
regiment of South Carolina volunteers, 

Talks of the Election. 

Having made his request, some one men- 
tioned the primary elections héld in his 
state last Wednesday. With his charac- 
teristic vigor and plain, but unpolished 
diction, he proceeded to relate how his 
pet dispensary system was vindicated at 
the primaries by the large vote rolled up 
in favor of the re-election of the present 
governor, Ellerbe. One of the most inter- 
esting incidents of the fight in South Caro 
lina was the entrance into the contest 
for the governorship of former Congress- 
man George Tillman, an elder brother of 
the senator. ‘“‘Uncle George,’”’ as he was 
familiarly called during. his long service 
in congress, made his race in opposition 
to the dispensary system and also against 
local option. When some one asked the 
senator about the fate of ‘‘Uncle George,” 
he replied: “Oh, ‘Uncle George’ ran his 
nese up against the dispensary grind- 
stone and got tangled up with the anti- 
local option movement, and the result 
was that this political face was badly 
m.angled.”’ 

To Talk to Massachusetts People. 

The conversation became general, and 
it drifted off on to the subject of political 
elections in South Carolina. Senator Till- 
man. recalled several incidents of the days 
of reconstruction, when military rule pre- 
vailed. He reldted how the crafty South 
Carolinians outwitted the military au- 
thorities, and frequently rolled up im- 
mense white majorities im districts where 
the colored voters outnumbered the whites 
three to one. His good-natured frankness, 
while relating these incidents, kept the 
occupants of the room in continual good 
humor. 

He said he was going up to Massachu- 
Setts to talk to the benighted comstitu- 
ents of Senators Hoar and Lodge on the 
subject of honest government, free silver 
and any old topic that might suggest itself 
after he reached there. When asked if 
he had prepared a set speech for the bene- 
fit of the ‘“‘Haverhillians,”” he replied: 
“Oh, mo. I don’t prepare speeches. When 
I get before the plain people I always 
manage to give them some hot stuff be- 
fore I conclude. I can always find some- 
thing interesting to say on questions of 
mational policy and good governement.”’

Camp Wikoff, Montauk Point, L. LI.

The regu- 
lars taken from posts east of the Missis- 
sippi will, according to the president's di- 
rections, be sent where they were before 
the war. 

The Eighth Ohio and First Illinois will 
break camp Tuesday. The Rough Riders 
will muster out toward the end of the 
week, probably, and will not parade. They 
had religious services in their camp to- 
day. Roosevelt, after Ohdplain Grown had 
conciuded, rose and,;made a little speech, a 
sort of farewell some of the men took it 
to be. 

Roosevelt’s Farewell Address. 

Colonel Roosevelt complimented the gal- 
lantry and daring of the men, their whole- 
some good fellowship, their skill in man- 
aging horses and arms. When the regiment 
was forming, he said, many men had of- 
fered themselves who said they were 
ready to “storm the Morro or fight hell,*’ 
but would not take kindly to camp rou- 
tine and drill.

Troops Are To Be Sout Home as Rapidly

Alabamians Glad That the Soldiers Are 
To Be Mustered Out. 


PREPARING BIG RECEPTION 


In Birmingham on Return of the Sol- 
diers of the First. 


THE DEPARTURE OF CHAPLAIN SIMPSON

He Fills the Place in the Fifth Im- 
munes Made Vacant by the Res- 
ignation of Dr. Wear. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 4—(Spe- 
cial.)—There is much rejoicing in this city 
over the fact that the First and Second 
Alabama regiments are to be mustered out 
and the boys are to be allowed to return to 
their respective ‘homes. When the tele- 
gram from the war department was read, 
in which it was stated that the First and 
Second Alabama regiments had been order- 
ed to Mobile from Jacksonville, where they 
are in camps, for the purpose of being 
mustered out, there was considerable re- 
joicing. 

The action of the war department was 
anticipated by Congressman O. W. Under- 
wood, who returned to the city during the 
past week. He stated that he had called 
on Secretary of War Alger, and that he 
had received the assurances that the First 
Alabama regiment would be mustered out. 
But when the official news came there was 
much good feeling. The proposition has 
been made that the members of the regi- 
ment be given a big reception on their re- 
turn. Though they did no fighting in Cuba 
or elsewhere, they showed the greatest pa- 
triotism and are entitled to consideration 
as if they did most valiant fighting. It is 
figured that the boys will be home again 
within the next two weeks. They will 
probably leave Jacksonville, Fla., the first 
of next week. The stay in Mobile will 
cover another week. The home trip will 
take a day or so, and then there will be 
some warm times here. 

The Daily News, of Birmingham, sug- 
gests a rousing reception. A monster re- 
ception is advised, and # is nut at all un- 
likely but that some sort of a celebration 
will occur. Some of the best young men 
of the city are members of the regiment. 
Their families are among the most substan- 
tial citizens of Birmingham, and some of 
the boys held positions which paid them 
from $80 to $80 per month. Colonel E. L. 
Higdon will be with his regiment when the 
mustering out occurs. He spent a number 
of days in Birmingham on a furlough, and 
during his absence was whe butt of severe 
comment by feilow officers. It is stated 
he was asked to resign, but this he refused 
to do, and today he is as popular with the 
people of Birmingham and vicinity as any 
man. He was in favor of doing that what 
the majority of the enlisted men wanted, 
notwithstanding the big salary paid him 
as colonel of the regiment. 

There was some statement made that the 
state militia will be injured by the actions 
of the war department, and the officers of 
the regiment since the peace proceedings 
have been on foot. It is rumored that a 
number of companies will receive resigna- 
tions and that the young men will ‘hardly 
volunteer again unless they are assured 
beforehand that they will be given an op- 
portunity of getting to the fighting instead 
of lying around fever holes and on sand- 
beds 

Ready To Depart. 

Attired in his new uniform, Rev. Dr. W. 
K. Simpson, the newly appointed chagiain 
of the Fifth regiment, immunes, now doing 
duty at Santiago, left today for New York. 
The young minister, conscious of the posi- 
tion he has and the reputation of the place 
that he is going to, told his friends goodby 
and received hearty hand-shakes and well 
wishes. Rev. Dr. Simpson takes the posi- 
tion from which Rev. Dr. Wear resigned 
just as the regiment was getting ready to 
set sail for Cuba. The people of Birming- 
bam, Fayette ani elsewhere made up a 
handsome subscription and purchased two 
elegant uniforms for the plucky minister, 
and he is now prepared for an indefinite 
stay in Cuba. It is not at all unlikely but 
that he will remain in the army. He is a 
cultured young man, capable of being a 
leader in the regiment, and with a de- 
termination to do that which he thinks is 
right. 
the Fifth regiment, immunes, are very en- 
couraging. There is but little, if any, sick- 
ness among the Alabama boys in the regi- 
ment, and from all accounts they are 
getting along nicely without trouble, 

Sixty-Ninth New York. 

Eleven members of the Sixty-ninth New 
York regiment who were hurt in the wreck 
on the Louisville and Nashville railroad 
last Sunday evening are in the Wilson & 
Brown infirmary here, and they are re- 
ceiving the very best of attention. The 
people of Birmingham have been stirring 
in behalf of the injured men, and have 
sent bundle after bundle of clothing, pack- 
age after package of delicacies, lots ol 
reading matter and other thiags. Their 
treatment has been grand. The men in the 
infirmary will be here for some days, it is 
believed. Some will have scars of the 
wreck all their lives. The Louisville and 
Washville railroad officials here are making 
a close investigation. It has been ascer- 
tained that emergency brakes between the 
cars were tampered with, and it is not at 
all unlikely but that the brakes being put 
on caused the front cars to jum > the track 
and cause the wreck. The action of Colo- 
nel Bdward Duffy and other officers of the 
regiment after the wreck, in which they 
used the worst of language, is yet being 
commented on. Colonel Duffy is excused 
to a certain extent in that he lost a 
nephew by fever a few days previous in 
Fernandina, and then to have two more 
nephews killed in the wreek was enough 
to vex any man. 

Peace Jubilee. 

Birmingham’s peace jubilee, which will be 
held in October, promises to be a larger 
affair than was at first thought. Mr. J. A. 
Rountree, who is at the head of the move- 
ment, has appointed committees on trans- 
portation, invitation, reception, programme 
and other parts, and they have got to 
work already. The invitation committee 
will set out in a few days now to extend 
an invitation to President William McKin- 
ley and other notables. The reception 
committee has something like 20 names 
on it of citizens in every calling in life. 
The most prominent people in every pro- 
fession is on this committee, and it is 
proposed that each and every one of them 
will have something to do. The entire state 
press is taking up the matter, and will as- 
sist Birmingham.

Interesting Mucdle in the Thirtieth 
Senatorial District in Which Mad- 
ison Wants To Run Candidate. 


Elberton, Ga., September 4.—(Special.)— 
From present prospects, the political cam- 
paign in this county will be very interesting 
this year. After severalefforts to get a 
mass meeting of the populists, they nom- 
inated a ticket recently, and several of the 
nominees thave declined. Among thern 
Rev. Mr. Vickery, who was nominated for 
the legislature in opposition to Colonel T. 
M. Swift, the democratic nominee, and 
Messrs. Z. A. Tate and O. T. Fortson, who 
were nominated for county commissioners. 
These gentlemen are among the best and 
most highly respected citizens of the 
county, and in declining the nominations, 
they give as their reasons participation in 
the democratic primary, and that & would 
be inconsistent in tl#@m to accept the nom- 
inations. This justifies the opinion as to 
the'r worth as men and good citizens. In- 
deed, it seems highly probable that the 
majority of the populists in this county 
will “return to the house of their daddy” 
this year, speaking a la Livingston. 

The Muddle in the Thirtieth. ° 

In the senatorial race for this district, 
the thirtieth, there will likely be “hot 
times’’ from this out. It was Madison's 
time to put forwarda senator. The avowed 
candidate, and the one who seemed most 
likely to carry the county, was persona 
non grata to the other counties of the dis- 
trist, Elbert and Oglethorpe, They claim- 
ed that the gentleman from Madison was 
not the proper man for representative of 
the district. In consonance with the fash- 
ion over the state to have senatorial pri- 
maries, the executive committees of the 
counties of Oglethorpe and Elbert invited 
the committee of Madison to meet with 
them at Comer, for the purpose of consid- 
ering the senatorial question and coming to 
some definite conclusion.

Commercial Outlook in the West Indies 

Such has been the recent demand ema- 
nating chiefly from the large business 
centers of the country, for information 
concerning the commercial outlook in 
Cuba and Porto Rico that the bureau of 
statistics has found it necessary to in- 
vestigate the matter thoroughly and to 
put into tangible shape the results of 
its researches, 

To make use of the data thus fur- 


ers, it appears that the annual imports 
of the two islands conjointly have aver- 
aged $60,000,000 for the past few years. 
On account of heavy tariffs which have 
served to prevent them from purchasing 
elsewhere products which they could 
purchase in Spain, it follows that most 
of the imports of the two islands have 
come from Spain. They have purchased 
from other countries only such products 
as were not in competition with similar 
products offered for sale in Spain’s home 
market. Estimating the proportion 
roughly, more than one-half of the im- 
ports which have found their way into 
Cuba and Porto Rico in recent years 
have come from Spain, one-third have 
come from the United States and the re- 
mainder from England, Germany, 
France and other nations. 

Since both islands are to be free here- | 
aftér from ‘the iron yoke of Spain’s des- 
potism which has demoralized them in 
commercial as well as in political inter- 
ests, there is good reason to believe that 
the United States will receive the bulk 
of their trade in the future. With the 
obstacles removed which have hereto- 
fore prevented them from trading with 
us, they will begin at once to make ex- 
tensive purchases of us not only on ac- 
count of the proximity of our market, 
nor on account of the changed political 
relations which exist between them and 
us, but also on account of the fact that 
they can trade to better advantage in 
our market than they can in any other 
market on the globe. 

Without going into the details of what 
we ourselves have furnished to the two 
islands in the way of imports, we cite 
in this connection some of the products 
which they have heretofore purchased 
from Spain. On looking over the list 
it appears that we can satisfy the de- 
mands of the two islands in almost every 
particular, and that little necessity will 
exist for them to carry on trade rela- 
tions at all with Spain. 

First, with respect to the products 
which Cuba has purchased from Spain, 
we are enabled through the data fur- 
nished by the bureau of statistics to 
give the figures for 1895 and 1896 as fol- 
lows:

“Java has no natural advantage that is 

lacking in the In point of cli- 
mate the Philippines are more favorably 
situated, for they are from fivé to twelve 
degrees further from the equator. It is 
well known that Europeans have been 
more easily acclimated in the Philippines 
than in Java. In all their large Malayan 
bossesssions the Dutch have never num- 
bered more than 50.000 to 60.000 souls, The 
Spaniards have lived in greater safety in 
the climate of their more northern islands; 
and yet the Philippine group for the most 
Part, is still a wilderness, with a com- 
paratively scant population, like that 
of ‘most whoily uncivilized jands, while 
Java is called the Pearl of the East 
and .is the best ‘cultivated and most 
densely peopled island in the world.” 
_ “The reason for this The Sun believes 
is that the Dutch havethe geniug for 
colonization, while the ®panish have 
not. The Spanish idea of profiting by 
the Philippines has been to exact oner- 
ous customs duties at a few large ports 
and to grind down the native population 
by placing upon them the heaviest taxes 
that Spanish ingenuity could conceive. 
On the other hand, the Dutch have prof- 
ited by developing all the resources of 
the island under their control, turning 
every acre to the best possible account. 
The picture The Sun draws of the con- 
trast is interesting: 


The Philippines have more than twice 
the area of Java, and are naturally just as 
rich as the Dutch island. But what a 
In Java schools 
are supported by the government for the 
education of the natives, while in the Phil- 
ippines is has been practically a crime for 
a native to arquire an education. In the 
the Philippines no rail or wagon roads 
have been constructed except in the en- 
virons of Manila, while Java ts gridironed 
with good country roads, and its raflroads 
would extend from New York half way to 
San Francisco. There being no means 


been impossible to develop agriculture, min- 
ing and other industries except in the 
neighborhood of the sea. The result is 
that the greater part of their land is still 
a virgin wilderness, while Java, from end 
to end, ts one great garden, with ite thou- 
sands of rice, sugarcane and tobacco fields 
in the lowlands, its coffee trees at the mid- 
die heights, and tea plantations above 
them. In Java no distinction is made be- 
tween trade with the Netherlands and 
foreign countries, while it was the policy 
of Spain to keep the Philippines solely as 
a Spanish preserve, until pressure she could 
not resist compelled her tO open the ports, 
one by one, to foreign trade. 

The advices received from our men 
sent down there seem to indicate that 
much that has been said against the cli- 
matic conditions has been over-stated, 
for they do not seem to be even so bad 
as at Porto Rico. There are many other 
evidences to bear out the contention of 
the annexationists that to furnish prop- 
er government for the islands, to give 
them adequate protection and to develop 
them into a garden of wealth like Java 
would not be an altogether difficult un- 
dertaking. 

That the Philippines have never been 
given such treatment as would develop 
their weafth, is évident. The Sun thinks: 
The 8,000,000 Filipinos have never had a 
chance to reach Java’s stage of develop- 
ment. Their opportunity is only just be- 
ginning to appear. With humane and good 
government and practical busfhess sense 
in the eonduct of its affairs, the archipelago 
will undergo, in the next twenty years, a 
transformation such as no Oriental coun- 
try except Japan has ever seen in so short 
a time. 

Perhaps this is true. If so, has this 
nation, having taken those people from 
under the Spanish yoke, the moral right 
to cast them again into the darkness and 
hopelessness that Spanish rule entails?

Usvally an ordinary man can brace him- 
self after gradual] practice to endure this 
Sort of thing with a certain degree of 
serenity. You are surrounded by compan.

you, and you:can duck down in the trench 
to reload, or when the hail of death be- 
comes heavier that even your officers care 
to call on you to face. But to leap out of 
this covering, to expose yourself at once 
to a thousand popping rifles, and the mur- 
derous fire of well trained artillerists, 
gives a man the privilege of considering 
himself one of the bravest of the brave, 
and even in that conspicuously gallant 
host which encompassed the fall of San- 
tiago there were few Who could lay claim 
to that distinction.

EX-DETECTIVE CASON IN IT 


Was Ten Minutes Before the Captain’s 
Present Clerk Had a Fight. 


GRIFFIN, IT IS SAID, GAVE CAPTAIN THE LIE 


Cason Approached Slaughter About 
Some Remarks Griffin Had Told 
Him the Captain Had Made. 


CAPTAIN BRADLEY SLAUGHTER, 
chief of the city detective bureau, knocked 
down Gerald Griffin. the ex-clerk of his 
bureau, at the corner of Peachtree and 
Decatur streets Saturday night about 10 
o'clock. Ex-Detective Ed Cason was mix- 
ed up in it and Detective Sergeant Harvey 
Bedford was present and acted as a peace- 
maker. 

A remarkable thing in connection with 
the affair was the fact that ten minutes 
after the captain had knocked his ex-clerk 
down, his present clerk, Edgar’ W. Cook, 
was engaged in a fight, and not over a 
hundred yards from the same place, and 
the man with whom Cook fought was at 
the first fight and took fhe part of the 
captain.

Here Cason told the captain that a 
man had told him that he (Captain Slaugh- 
ter) had made certarn remarks about him 
(Cason), which were injurious to his char- 
acter. 

Captain Slaughter said the remarks, at- 
tributed to him had never been uttered. 

“I would like to see the man who told 
you such a thing,” said Captain Slaughter, 
“for I can assure you that there was not 
a word of truth in it.”

And Cason called to Gerald Griffin, from 
across the street, Who had at one time 
been a clerk in Captain Slaughter’s detec- 
tive bureau.

“IT did,”’ replied Griffin. 

Captain Slaughter, in surprise, said: 

“Why, Griffin, you know that is not so, 
I never made use of such expressions about 
Cason in my life.” 

Lie Given and a Blow Struck. 

‘You are a Har,’’ exclaimed Griffin, not 
avoiding profanity, and no sooner were the 
words out of his mouth than Captain 
Slaughter let out his right and landed a 
blow squarely between Griffin's eyes. Grif- 
fin went backwards and measured his 
length on the street pavement. He was up, 
however, in the twinkling of an eye. 

Sergeant Bedford rushed up and was be- 
tween the two men before another blow 
was made.

The Thirty-second Michigan volunteers, 
the last regiment of weneral Coppinger’s

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The police authorities are cogitating over 
a problem in civic morality, as it has been 
termed—a sort of moral paradox, in which 
entirely opposite results have been fol- 
lowed by identically the same effect. This 
peculiar fact was discovered last Saturday 
night, when the police enjoyed a siesta. 
and the station sergeants and call officers 
As the 
police and all the world knows, Saturday 
night is the period of the week for satur- 
nalian sports, and, therefore, the time for 
rush work with the police. 

Well, last Saturday night was so quiet 
that the turnk@éy greased the cell door 


locks to keep them from rusting, and the 


janitor went to sleep to the singing of the 
September mosquito. From 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon until 10 at night only six 
cases were booked, and two of them were 
On suspicion, and one of those two was 
afterwards dismissed. 

Now, there is where the problem in civil 
morality comes in. The Saturday before 
the police barracks had been a scene of 
wild orgies and exciting arrests. Cells 
were crowded and more than a hundred 
people were taken up for drunkenness and 
fighting. All the police, without a dissent. 
ing yoice, ascribed the big rush of bus!- 
ness Saturday a week ago to the inclement 
weather, upon the hypothesis that certain 
asmospheric conditions had a ten- 
dency to depress the nerve and brain tis- 
sues and that, ergo, there was an inward 
demand for liquid refreshments. . 

“It is a great study in soaked mentality,” 
remarked a police captain who has a turn 
for metaphysics, ‘and I wish you repori- 
ers would make mention of the fact.” 
Mention was made. 

Last Saturday night it poused down rain 
until the earth and the alr were all water. 
According to the soaked metaphysics of 
the captain and all hig hosts of biuecoats, 
the police barracks ought to have been 
overrun with people who had pald tribute 
to Bacchus and “libated’’ to ~ maudlin 
Over-recipiency; but, as has been stated, 
there was a result diametrically’ opposed 
to such mental philosophy.

TALKS OF NATIONAL LEAGUE 


Is President of the League of Ameri- 
can Municipalities. 


TELLS OF THE BENEFITS OF THE ORDER 


Says He Conceived the Idea of Organ- 
izing the League When He Was 
Seeking Information. 


Mayor Samuel S. Black, of Columbus, O., 
president of the League of American 
Municipalities, arrived in the city Saturday 
night with the Ohio hospital train, 
bound for Fernandina, Fla. The train ar- 
rived over the Southern and stopped at the 
shops near the McDaniel street crossing for 
about thirty minutes, 

Mayor Black was seen there and talked 
interestingly of the erganization, of which 
he is founder, and of the good that will be 
accomplished through it. He is a p-easant 
gentléman, young in appearance and jovial 
in his manner, but when he talks one js 
given the impression thut he is a man of 
much thought and deep'study. 

Major Black said: 

“When I went into the mayor’s office cf 
Columbus I ‘was absolutely inexperienced. 
Nothing concerning the directing of af- 
fairs of a large municipality were known to 
me; I was entirely a stranger in the busi- 
ness and therefore began casting around 
for information. 

“After writing a few letters asking for 
points I inquired if there was a bureau of 
any kind where it would be possible to ob- 
tain statistics which would aid me, and I 
was informed that there was none, Then 
the thought struck me that it would be a 
good idea to establish such a bureau in the 
hands of a competent man, a place where 
people could obtain all kinds of statistics 


concerning municipal affairs. | 
“Consequently I issued invitations to the 
mayors of the principal cities of the United 
States asking them to meet on a certain 
date in Columbus for the purpose of per- 
fecting an organization, co be composed of 
municipalitfes, with the object in view of 
establishing a bureau of information for 
the use of those interested in city govern- 


ment. 

‘‘vidently mayors of other cities were .n 
the same predicament as myself, for @ 
large number of them responded to the in- 
vitations, resuiting, as you know, in the 
formation of an organization known as the 
League of American Municipalities. 

“\ bureau was established in New York 
city, which is in charge of the secretary of 
the league. Mr, B. F. lkeson, a very 
capable man. He is at present seeking in- 
formation from the heads of cities and 
tabuiating it. This will be printed in regi- 
lar forms and issued to those who write 
for information. The greatest difficulty the 
secretary has is in collecting information. 
Mayors cannot be depended upon to mail 
hum facta conéerning their city govern- 
ments and he has to write each of them inp 
turn. : 

“However, when the statistics have been 
gathered it will be a great thing to he 
able to write to a reliab.e bureau and ob- 
tain exactly what is needed. Probiems in 
municipal affairs are practically the same 
in als cities. The details: oniy differ. The 
eame conditions, in the main of course, 
conffont the people of Atlanta concerning 
their gas, water, electric Tights, police and 
fire departments, as confronts us in Ohio. 
You have the same trouble with your sani- 
tary department and with your sewers as 
we have and ours are the same, except for 
details, as those of any other city. 

‘Thus it may be seen that when these 
problems arise in a city they could be more 
easily solved by having a centra) bureau of 
information. To illustrate. suppose the 
mayor of Atlanta was confronted with a 
serious problem in the drainage question. 
He could write to the sewvretary of the 
League of American Municipalities in New 
York and obtain statistics concerning that 
question.

Home with Rheumatism on a 
Thirty Days’ Furlough. 


Robert M. Smith, who was known as 
Bob Smith prior to his enlistment in the 
army, returned to the city Saturday af- 
ternoon. He is on a thirty days’ furlough, 
given him because of a severe attack of 
rheumatism, and he is now in the care 
of physicians in this city. He enlisted as 
a private in company E, Twelfth infantry, 
and left Tampa o: June 6th, arriving off 
the shores of Cuba on June 22d. 

Heée was in the fight of July 2d, and said 
he at that time remained in the trenches 
for thirty-six hours without food or water.

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Mhattahoochee river began to fall yes- 
terday and the pumping station of the 
waterworks, located on its banks, is now 
out of danger, unless the heavy rains of 
yesterday cause the river to rise again. 
Euperintendent Woodward remained at the 
giation Saturday night, and was there all 
day yesterday and last night. Judge Hill- 
yer went to the station yesterday and re- 
mained there during the ent.re day, watch- 
ing the situaton. The last report that 
could be obta‘med from the station was at 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and at that 
time the river had fallen forty-one inches. 
This places the water almost ten feet. be- 
low the top of the dike surrounding the 
station and causes the pumps to. be out of 
ange: of a floo@ at prese*t. The arrange- 
ments that were made to prevent the wa- 
ter from going over the top of the dike 
Were continued yesterday, and had the 
water reached a certain point the large 
force of men would have been put to 
work adding to the height of the dike. 
The cut shown here was made at the sta- 
tion during a heavy dowm-pour of rain 
and when the water was at its highest 
point. The view was from the dike, look- 
ing toward the station and beyond to 
where the water had backed up. The 
dike is to the left of the station, and oan 
be seen. The exact condition of the water 
is'not shown because a view of it could 
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not be obtained, The river is several hun- 
dred yards to the left and the water, 
which is backed up to the dike, was with- 
in five feet of the top when the sketch 
was made. From the sketch it will be 
Seen that the station seems to be in a 
hollow. It is protected from the rising 
water by the dike, which is all that pre- 
vents the pumps from being flooded by the 
water. Had the dike not been erected. 
the pumps would now be several feet 
under water. Since the river has begun 
to fall so rapidly it is not belleved that it 
will reach a high point again, and unless 
the rains of yesterday have same effect 
On tne river will doubtless continue to 
fall until it reaches ifs normal condition. 
As many people as could be hauled by 
the electric line to the river yesterday 
went to Iceville to watch the raging wa- 
ters. The bridge and all available dry 
ground about the river was thronged with 
people who watched the river rush by and 
amused themselves by laughing at those, 
who in boats of all kinds, made ridiculous 
efforts to catch passing objects. A varied 
assortment of articles went down the river 
yesterday. Principal among these were 
watermelons. It is probable that more 
melons than anything else went down the 
river and they made a peculiar spectacle 
as they rushed under the bridge, bobbing 
up and down, seeming to enjoy the wild 
ride. Several accidents occured at and 
near the river yesterday, but fortunately 
no one was hurt and very few were 
bruised. The worst

accident of the day | 
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occured at a store on the bank of the 
river. In front of the store and hanging 
over a fifteen-foot embankment was 2 


platform under a shed. When the rain 


began to pour down yesterday about sev- 
enty-five people, all men, scrambled under 
this shed and stood there keéping dry and 
watching the diver. Without a warning 
crack, the platform suddenly gave way 
and emptied its load at the foot of the 
embankment. For a few moments there 
was a large pile of humanity scrambling 
about in several inches of mud. When the 
crowd gained its feet it was found that 
no ome was hurt and the only damage 
was to the shed and to numberless hats 
and umbrellas. People wore their gaod 
clothes to the river and the laundries will 
have their hands full today. The mud 
Was very much in evidence and a consid- 
erable quality of it came back to town 
rubbed well inte trousers and decorating 
mainy shoes.

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COL. CANDLER 10 
RESIGN JUDGESHIP? 


Retention of the Third May Put a Choice 
Before Him. 


ATKINSON TALKS OF TROOPS 


Believes the Men Who Wish To Do So 
Should Be Allowed To Come Home. 


MAJOR BECK HAS A. JUDGESHIP ALSO 


Governor Believes That Two Georgia 
Regiments Will Be Mustered Out 
of Service at End of Year. 


GOVERNOR ATKINSON HAS RECEIV- 
ed no official answer as yet from the war 
department in reply to his suggestion as 
to the disposition of the three Georgia 
regiments. ” 

Some time ago he made the suggestion to 
the authorities at Washington to allow 
all the men composing the three Georgia 
regiments who desired to return to their 
homes throughout the state to be muster- 
ed out and to form another regiment, which 
was to remain in the service, out of those 
men who expressed a desire to continue in 
the army. The suggestion made by Gov- 
ernor Atkinson has been abandoned tor 
the present, since all three regiments have 
been ordered to remain in the field, but it 
is understood that only one regiment will 
be kept for the full term of the enlist- 
ment, while the other two may be muster- 
ed out at the end of the present year unless 
other complications arise in the negotia- 
tions with Spain, 

Governor Atkinson was of the opinion 
that all the men who desired to leave the 
ranks of the regiments should oe per- 
mitted to do so at once. He said: 

‘It seems to me that it would be cnly 
right if the war department were to allow 
all the Georgia troops who express a de- 
sire to do so to return to their business 
and give them an indefinite furlough, so if 
the peace negotiations with Spain do not 
go through, the men can return to their 
places in the ranks. This plan has not 
been suggested so far as I know, and it 
seems to be a good one. There are troops 
who are needed at their homes to help 
support their families, and while the armis- 
tice is on there is no reason why they 
should be kept waiting indefinitely in the 
army camps over the country, 

“I judge from the information I have 
received that only one Georgia regiment 
will be kept for the full term of two years, 
while the other two will probably be mus- 
tered out of the service before the end of 
the present year. 


Has Not Heard from Colonel Candler. 
“I guppose that unless Colonel Candler 


can get some judge to occupy his seat on 
the bench while he is absent he will 
be put to an election whether he will re- 
main with the Third Georgia regiment or 
return to his circuit, although I have had 
no communication with him on this sub- 
ject. 

‘Major Beck is in the same position as 
Colonel Candler in this respect, but the 
matter has not yet peen decided, and I am 
not aware of the intention of either gen- 
tleman. ' , 

It is probable that the war department 
will consider Governor Atkinson’s sugges- 
tion in regard to the disposition of the 
troops after the twe regiments that are 
to be mustered out have been returned to 
Griffin, and then, all probability, the 
men who desire to remain in the field will 
be given an opportunity to do so and those 


fall out may be given 
p a the regiment made up 
of only the willfmg troops. 

By the gov t retaining so many 
volunteer regiments, it is the opinion of 
many that in Washington the belief pre- 
vails that peace with Spain is as far off 
as ever and the authotmties are prepa 
for any rupture that may come in the 
negotiations.

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VACATION ENDS: 
SCHOOLS OPEN 


Children of Atlanta Will Return to 
Their Studies Today. 


SCHOOLS MAY BE CROWDED 


Based on Last Year’s Record the En- 
rollment Will Reach Almost 10,500. 


THE NEW PUPILS WILL NUMBER 2,500 


Arrangements Will Be Made Whereby 
All Applicants ‘Will Be Given 
Seats—The Outlook. 


VACATION, WITH ALL ITS GOOD 
times and joys, has ended and this morning 
about 10,500 happy Aflanta children will go 
to school and begin another year of study. 

The doors of the sehoolthouses will be 
thrown wide open to receive the children 
and they will be shown into clean and thor- 
oughly repaired schéolrooms. The teachers 
will be in their places and the work of the 
year will begin with as much ease and dis- 
patch as though there had been no vaca- 
tion. 

While the opening of the schools. marks 
the close of vacation and takes the young 
people from’ their play to study, still the 
event is seldom regretted by them and they 
return to school as cheerful and as bright 
as when they left last June for several 


months of rest. 

The indications’ are that the enrollment 

this term will be greater than ever before 
in the history.of the public schools. The 
number of tickets issued to children who 
have never before attended the public 
schools is greater than previously and for 
this reason an jnchease in ‘the enrollment 
is looked for. ' 
) The report of Superintendent Slaton made 
at the first meeting of the board of educa- 
tion held after the opening of the schools 
last year showed that the total enrollment, 
both white and colored, was 10,209. The 
nuzmober of white children in the grammar 
schools was 6,473, of these 208 were unabie 
to obtain seats. The number of colored 
children was 2,044, with 244 unable to ob- 
tain seats. The number in the high schools 
was 634 and in the night schools 158. 

Last year was an unusually large year 
with the schoots and fhere is not the slight- 
est doubt that the enrollment today will be 
considerably greater than it was last year. 
Preparations have been made uccordingly. 

When it was seen that the scnools were 
crowded last year arrangements were at 
once made by the board of education where- 
by every applicant was able to obtain a 
seat. This was made possible by transfer- 
ring chiidren from the crowded schools to 
those where seats were obtainable. By a 
careful transfer Superintendent Slaton was, 
in this way, able to give almost every ap- 
plicant a seat, and although a few of the 
schools were badly crowded, the condition 
was not as serious as had been anticipated. 

The same methods will be used this year 
and it is believed by the members of the 
board and by Superintendent Slaton that 
every child will be given a seat, and al- 
¢hough the schools will be crowded at first, 
arrangements will be so made that thy 
crowded condition will last for only a shor: 
period. 

The outlook for the schools is unusually 
bright and the belief is that the year will 
be one of the most successful the schools 
have ever knawn. The board o{ education 
has made a number of changes and has 
placed the schools on a better footing than 
they have ever been before, 

A change has been made in the price of 
schoolbooks whereby the patrons of the 
schools will be able to obtain the textbooks 
at a much lower rate thun formerly. The 
arrangement was made by the beard of 
education when the course of study in the 
schools was revised and an official agent 
appointed to handle the books in this citv. 

The semi-annual promotions are anothor 
feature of the schools Which is practically 
new, ‘This was put into effect last year 
and was tried last January. The results 
were very gratifying to the board and it 
is thought that much better results wil]! be 
obtained this year. This semi-annual pro- 
motion makes it possible for a child to go 
through the schools in a much shorter time 
than formerly. 

The schools will be opened at the usual 
hour thig morning and ail pupils and ap- 
plicants are expected to be in their places.

Dr. Dowman Delivered Good Sermon 
at Trinity Yesterday. e 


HE TOLD OF THE IDEAL HOME 


The Sermon Was Listened to and En- 
joyed by a Large Congregation. 


HE DREW MANY FORCEFUL LESSONS 


Talked of Great Influence That Moth- 
erhood Has on the Prosperity 
and Success of Nations. 


OWING TO THE ILLNESS OF REV W. 
D. Stradley, pastor of Trinity church, Dr. 
C E.. Dowman, president of Emory col- 
lege, filled the pulpit at both the morning 
and evening services yesterday. His ser- 
mon at the morning service was e:oquent 
and forceful, and greatly enjoyed by the 
large congregation. 

Dr. Dowman was born in England, and 
his parents settled in this country when he 
was only a small child. Twenty-five years 
ago he was licensed to preach at a con- 
ference held at Trinity church. 

His subject was ‘‘Home,’’ and he pre- 
faced his remarks with a short synopsis 
from the last chapter, last verse and last 
book of the Old Testament, Malachi, iv, 6: 
‘‘And he shall turn the hearts of the 
fathers to the children, and the hearts of 
the children to their fathers, lest I come 
and smite the earth with a curse.” 

Dr. Dowman said in substance: 

“This paragraph from the Old Testament 
is prophetic of the coming and missions of 
John the Baptist. Parental affection had 
grown cold amidst the moral corruptions 
of those days, and the reformer would 
strengthen these ties. John’s ministry did 
much good, though in our natural disap- 
pointment at its waste of permanent suc- 
cess, we are apt to under-rate its results. 

‘‘He prepared the way for the kingdom 
of God, and made possible the work of the 
gospel in the ‘hearts of families of men. 
Had Israe] received Christ as heralded by 
John the Baptist, the pages of history 
would havg@ been spared the dark record 
of the destruction of Jerusalem with tts 
attendant horrors. 

“Unless we have the conditions of family 
life’ described in the text, the Lord will 
still smite the earth with a curse. There 
is need of a reform on the threshold of the 
twentieth century, with the spirit of Elijah, 
the courage of John, the love of Jesus, to 
restore the family to a sense of its posi- 
tion and responsibiiity. 

“Our text suggests the theme, home life. 
The home is essential to the perpetuaty 
and prosperity of the state. Such home 
life as is needed is possible only through 
the religion of Christ, with it as the ruling 
power in the home. Home life in heathen 
and in Christian tands is very different. 
Religion is the salvation of the home, 
therefore of the state. There is need of a 
revival in home life. What is to become 
of our society, when millions of men and 
women cease to respect their ties, of de- 
mestic relationship? The old-fashioned 
nome which is tine outcome of the divine 
institution of mgrriage, is the foundation 
of the only civilization worth having. 

‘In the latter class of heroes tnere is 
not wanting proper provision for body and 
mind. Pity the waif or. the street, the 
child ef tender years tolling in the fac- 
tory, the child whose parents turn over 
his cducation to schools and teachers, and 
his morals and religion to the Sunday 
secihool. 

“A woman who rocks a Washington, a 
Wesley or a2 man who works for God is 
the highest type wf woman, A tamily 
whose kcuse was in Soutkt Carolina fur- 
nishes a beautiful illustration. The father 
being often away, the mother was in the 
habit of taking her two little boys up in 


. the attic 


to pray. At the end of the 
mother’s talk with God she would put her 
hands on the heads of the two little boys 
and say: ‘God bless-my boys.’ Then she 
would place their little hands on her head 
and have them say: ‘God bless our mother.’ 
Years passed and their ga‘tnted father was 
laid away. There was a family reunion. 
One of the sons, than a grown man, who 
had visited the old house on this occasion, 
missed his mother, and climbed up to the 
attic and found her kneeling in the old ac- 
customed place. 

“He slipped up and silently knelt by 
wher side. The other boy also went up and 
found them. He, too, quietly kneeled on 
the other side. Tlhe mother finished her 
prayer, laid her enfeebled hands on thet: 
heads and said, ‘God bless my boys.’ They 
in turn, as of yore, piaced their great big 
brown hands on the mother’s head and 
said, ‘God bless our mother.’ 

“Pity the child whose mother cares 
more for the. adornment of body tnan 
heart and soul. Pity the child whose 
mothe; wants to lead it to the school of 
danciftg gor fear that it will not develop 
ease of manner, 

“Great men are made by Christian moth- 
ers watching and praying for them. God's 
promises do not fair.’’ 


KNIGHT ON CHRISTIAN CHARITY 


Interesting Discourse Delivered at the 
Cathedral Yesterday—Parable of 
the Good Samaritan. 

Dean Knight preached an excellent and 
in many respects a remarkable sermon at 
the cathedral yesterday morning. He 
spoke of ‘‘Who Is My Neghbor?” and his 
discourse was heard with marked interest 

by a large congregation. 

From the lesson of the day the deam se- 
lected as his text the parable of the Good 
Samaritan, as given in the gospel accord- 
ing to St. Luke, , 

‘The lawyer came to Christ,’ said Dean 
Knight, ‘‘for the purpose of entangling 
him as many had tried to do before and 
failed. He asked, tempting him: ‘What 
shall I do, Good Master, that I may inherit 
eternal  |life?’ This lawyer was also a 
learned man and one well versed in fthe 
Mosaic law, and he was doubtless in a po- 
sition of power and influence. He came in 
derision -to the lowly Galilean and called 
Him Master, and then propounded a ques- 
tion which was answered. The Savior 
told him to love his God amd to love his 
meighbor.. Still mockingly, the lawyer ask- 
ed: ‘Who igs my neighbor?’ And this ques- 
tion was answered by another, thus forc- 
ing the lawyer to answer it himself. 
Christ told the beautiful parable of the 
Good Samaritan. In those days there was 
a hatred and bitterness between the Jews 
and the Samaritans, they being of some 
blood tie and consequently all the more 
bitter toward each other. Christ had an 
object, as he had in every word he spoke, 
when he made a Samartan the central 
figure of his story. 

“The man that went down from Jerusa- 
lem to Jericho was a Samaritan, and 
when the thieves had aetripped and left 
him wounded and half dead, a priest came 
that way. This is the only instance we 
have of Christ criticising the acts of the 
priesthood of His time. He had held up 
the Pharisees, the lawyers and the hypo- 
crits tn public pfaces, but He had always 
refrained from reviling the priesthood. 
The priest had been to?Jerusalem to offer 
up his sacrifices and was returning home 
filled with pride amd vain glory. He did 
not cven stop to look aft the suffering 


in the roadway and then he

world there was given one of the most 
beautiful lessons of charity that has ever 
been pictured. 

“To the lawyer the Savior turns and 
says: ‘Which, now, of these, thinkest 
thou, was neighbor unto him that fell 
among the thieves?’ The lawyer was 
forced to answer his own question, but he 
would mot utter the hated namie, Bamari- 
tan, and replied: ‘He that showed mercy 
unto him.’ Now hear the words of Jesus: 
‘Go thou, and do likewise.’ This command 
comes down to us today with all the force 
and power with which it was uttered 
nearly two thousand years ago. Are we 
doing likewise? There are, in the midst 
of us, those who have fallen by the way- 
side, who are sick and suffering; who havé 
been led into temptation and have heen 
overcome with evil. Poverty, suffering and 
distress are on every side. Alas! there are 
those who pass these by on the other 
side, and who haven't even the time to 
look upon their helpless neighbors. There 
are others among us who do pause long 
enough to view the misery about us, but 
they harden their hearts and shut up their 
pocketbooks and go on their ways. They 
say that after a while they will act and 
do good deeds: to their neighbors, but the 
time never comes and they offend against 
the second great law laid down by Christ. 
They ask if the person who appeals to us 
belongs to their church, and if he does 
not, then they turn away with the advice 
to let him seek his own church people;
